We saw several such par- 
ties. Wesaw one party that had been com- 
posed of thirteen, who had been five days with- 
out water, and ten of the thirteen were left dead 
on the route! It was awful. The day before 
they met us they had actually killed and eaten 
and drank the blood of a hound, belonging to 
one of them, to sustain life. Only three of 
them were left alive, and oh! they looked hor- 
rid, emaciated and worn out, and just ready to 
die. We were just sitting down to eat our din- 
ner, when they came up, and they didn’t wait 
for ceremony, but rushed up, ravenous for the 
victuals. One of these we had seen on our way 
out at St. Joseph, looking finely, and the next 
thing we saw of him he was coming down that 
creek looking so awful. We saw one young 
man there lying alongside of the road, unable 
to stir, who was just kept alive by the people 
who came by, each giving him something to eat. 
We made arrangemennts with a four-horse team 
to fetch him through to Fort Kearney. Wheth- 
er he lived through we don’t know. 

They are treating the emigrants very coldly 
at Fort Kearney, We understood they had 
helped some, but we had aman whom we had 
assisted a great deal, and we told him to go 
there and get help, and when he got there the 
officers told him if he would go and work in the 
garden he might bave his food.

In becoming aware of the latter fact, we 
passed an hour in looking through the estab- 
lishment of I. A. Hameren, No. 42, Franklin 
street, where he is engaged extensively in the 
manufacture of Locomotive Head-lights, Lan- 
terns, and an endless variety of turmed and 
spun Brass and Silver Work. The many of our 
readers will remember, with us, the variety and 
richness of th e display of finisned wares from 
this manufactory, on the occasions of ‘our Me- 
chanics’ Fairs, where Mr. Hambien has never 
found a successful rivalry. 

But a late test of the superiority and accura- 
ey of his Head lights will interest our railroad 
men, and all capable of weighing the impor- 
tanee of the advantages indicated. The reader 
who has watched the solid and dazzling disc of 
light thrown from one of these lamps, when 
facing him at a little distance, has been surprised 
to examine nearer and at one side the compara- 
tively small burner whose rays are thus collect- 
ed and thrown forward by the parabolic refiee- 
tion, shaped like the smaller end of an egg, its 
concave surfuce heavily plated and burnished 
to a high polish.

FECT OF THE INTELLIGENCE AT THE in- 
telligence given in another column of a new trial 
in the Jumpertz case, reached Sheriff Gray by 
dispatch from Ottawa yesterday noon, and 
among the first to hom the news was conveyed 
was, of course, the young man most interested 
in the matter, by whom it was received with 
every token of joy.

Mecancnoty Svicipe.—Yesterday afternoon 
Coroner James was called to hold an inquest on 
the remains of an elderly man named Burgess, 
a dentist by profession, about fifty years of age, 
and unmarried, who has been boarding at the 
Newton House, on the corner of State and Van 
Buren street, where his death took place. The 
history of the unfortunate deceased is a sad pie- 
ture of self-ruin, the blighting of fair prospecta, 
and the wasting of more than ordinary talents 
and advantages, by the intoxicating cup. 

Dr. Burgess has, in the places of his former 
residence, won a high reputation as an intelli- 
gent and scientific man. He has laid bis pro- 
fessional brethren under indebtedness to him 
for valuable additions to the appliances of their 
art. The medical journals, have, in several in- 
stances, been enriched by his contributions of 
reports of interesting cases. Unfortunately, 
Dr. B. became addicted to habits of intemper- 
ance, which diminished his usefulness, and 
broke up his business. At the time of his com- 
ing to Chicago, some time last year, he had re- 
formed, and for several months maintained his 
position on that point. He had numerous friends 
among the medieal profession, who, through all 
that beclouded his career, detected that which 
gave him their esteem, and hope for his future. 
Recently, however, he had again commenced 
vielding to the ensnaring vice and since has sank 
rapidly, becoming much depressed in spirits, 
and talking gloomily of himself. On Monday 
he called at the office of one of our physicians 
and after some desultry conversation told him 
that he should bid him good bye, and it was un- 
likely he would see him again, But little weight 
was attached to this, other than as a token of 
his despondency. It was, however, ag would 
seem, of he nature of a prophecy, based on his 
already fixed purpose of self-destruction. 
Yesterday the inmates of the Newton House 
were made aware of the sudden and violent ill- 
ness of the unfortunate man. Medicri aid was 
summoned and the symptonts, as far as could 
be ascertained, seemed to be those of poison.— 
The poor man was importuned and entreated 
to tell what he had taken, to describe his symp- 
toms to receive aid, but all without avail, and he 
died in great agony. 

At the inquest 8 post-mortem examination re- 
vealed that death resulted from a dose of strych- 
nine. At his rooms nothing was found to indi- 
cate the means used until one of the attendants 
picked up some torn bits of paper at the head 
of the bed and had the curiosity to put them to- 
gether when the words ‘Sirychnine. Poison’. was 
made out. The verdict of the jury was in ac- 
cordanee with these facts. The unfortunate de-

A well-aimed bullet, whether from French, 
Austrian, or Italian gun, taking fatal effect on 
Louis Napoleon, at the head of his army, 
would establish the Republic in France, in 2 
week, The imperial power which bo has 
built up with such infinite pains-taking, and at 
the cost of so many perjuries, and so much 
blood, would disappear, and the dynasty which 
he represents would be of as little worth as 
that of the Bourbons’, which it succeeded. It } 
is not impossible that some daring Orsini, tak- 
ing advantage of the license of the camp, or of 
the opportunities of the battle-field, may send 
that bullet on its way. N 

Unitit the miserable Socialistic theories the 
Communist doctrines — of the Prench 
devotees of Democracy. be, purged out 
of them, it is well enough that Napo- | 
leon—tyrant, traitor and perjurer as he is— 
should rule, and that the fatal bullet should be 
stayed. The experiment of 1848—commenced 
under auspices which betokened success in the 
quiet, peacefu! government of the majority, the 
enjoyment of well- won social status and hard- 
earned property, and defeated by the insanity 
of the philosophical Quixotes, who attempted 
to reap the fruit of the Millenium from seed 
sown in ignorance and despotism ou ght to 
be a warning, that, until the theoties of Four 
rier cease to govern the French mind, the en- 
lightened despotism of one man is to be ar- 
dently prayed for, rather than the uncontrolled 
anarchy that would be introduced into goyern- 
mental affairs by the sentimentalists who 
guided and ruined the revolution that hurled 
Louis Phillipe from the throne. It is a hard 
judgment for Americans to pronounce on those 
who are seeking the establishment of what 
they call Democratic institutions but the reader 
of modern French history cannot doubt that the 
failureof the Liberal or Republican movement in 
France is to be attributed to the crude ideas 
and unlicensed imaginings, of the Barbss, Le- 
dru Rollins and Louis, Blancs who inaugura- 
ted it, nor that the government which these 
pardonable fanatics would have set. up 
would have been, if possible, ten times more 
unbearable than that which they overthrew.— 
’ The experience of the period of which we speak 
is ample; and though devout, believers in the 
efficiency of the people for self-control, we 
could not, as well-wishers of France and Dem- 
ocratic institutions, desire that the tolerable 
government of the present, may be replaced by 
a mob sans culotles. Our theories of Democra- 
ey as matured by a life of experience under 
Democratic institutions, are as antagonistic to 
the political vagaries of the red French pol- 
iticians of 1848, as to the hardened despotism 
of Austria in 1859. Except upon compulsion, we 

neither the one nor the other. Pre- 

ferable to either, is that milder tyranny of Napo- 
leon who, above the influences which control the 
socialists, is yet in such wholesome fear ef pub- 
lic opinion and the law of right, that he neith- 
er invites anarchy, nor dares rule withoui fre- 
quent recurrence to those fundamental princi- 
ples upon which all governments are founded. 
As may be supposed, we are not among those 
who desire that the liberation of Italy may be 
postponed by the exercise of the assassin’s 
skill, or that the rule of the Emperor should 
be overthrown until something better than tle 
practical application of the craziest of all hu- 
man theories would promise to take its place. 
the popular mind, even in Austria and France, 
and the day will come in which the services of 
Kings, Emperors and Priests can be dispensed 
with; but it has not yet arrived.

THE ART EXPOSITION. 
In our latest visit to the attractive Hall of the 
Art exposition, we proposed before hand, to 
leave the Sculpture one side, and look at the 
Pictures. And yet we could not omit casting a 
glance at the Pocahontas as we passed, and were 
interested in noticing how closely visitors were 
crutinizing the face, to find out whether there 
was genuine, savage Indian expression enough 
 tcose fair features; and wondering whether 
the Artist had followed more the shape of Italian 
models, than those of the Virginia Native, in 
moulding her exquisite limbs. oe 
Neither could we altogether forget the presence 
of the Sappho, and were glad to see agathering 
of many admiring observers of the classic out- 
line, graceful attitude, and finished elegance of 
that most beautiful bronze. 
The imperial Varear also awed us for amoment 
by the majestic dignity and severity of his look 
as we passed into the alcove, and found before 
us some of the best Landscapes in the Gallery. 
No. 171 is Stratton Gap ia Vermont,a Land- 
scape by Duraxp. This picture is a good spe- 
eimen of the Artist’s best efforts, and it seems 
to us that no one can fail to think, that one who 
can paint such scenes as this,is worthy of the 
high position be occupies among American Ar- 
tists. Most characteristic of the Green Moun- 
tains is this view, in foliage, color, atmosphere 
and composition. The painter must have dweit 
among the quiet valleys aud wandered over the 
green slopes of the Vermont mountains, until 
his brush became filled with the atmos- 
phere and spiritof the scenery. We have 
heard this picture criticised as being too green : 
and for giving us in the woods, the foreground 
as contrasted with the mountain side, two shades 
of green which are never found together in like 
manner in nature. A criticism, which a person 
who has never been in Vermont is very prone to 
make; just as one who has never been in Italy 
may find many skies in Italian Landscapes too 
blue. But the Green mountains are really green. 
—we beg pardon for saying it—and nature, cap- 
ricious, variable, and abonnding in artistic re- 
sources, has more than one shade on her pallet ; 
and in the out of the way woods of Vermont, 
has fallen into a habit of mingling and contrast- 
ing her greens in a most extraordinary manner. 
Whatever others who were never there may say, 
we think no resident of Vermont weuld fail to 
find a truthfulness and fidelity to nature in this 
picture, such as is found no where else, save in 
other pictures of the same Artist and at home.
